HEOTIOX 1. Section 14, of Chapter 230 ot 


tho General Statutes, "Of Proceedings in 
Criminal Coses," 13 hereby amended, BO tha 
said section shall read as" follows : "Every 
person who is held on robins or other pro 
cess, issuing out of the Supremo Court 
Court of Common Pleas, nuy Justice Court 
or from any Trial Justice, or Justice of the
